The Lord Will Take Us

“He that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
Prov. 28:13. 

Sin is a fact too evident in human 
experience to be denied eyen if the 
Scripture was silent in regard to it. 
All have felt its grip and have come 
under its influence, Payl declares, “All 
have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God.” John says, “If we say 
that we have no sin, we deceive our- 
selves and the truth is not in us.” 

Sin is inherent and is. deeply im- 
beded in eur nature. David said, “Be- 
hold I was shapen in iniquity and in 
sin did my mother conceive me.” Isa- 
iah pictures our depravity or sinful 
nature thus, “The whole head is sick; 
and the whole heart faint: From the 
sole of the foot even unto the head 
there is no soundness in it; but 
wounds, and bruises and putrifying 
sores: they have not been closed 
neither bound up’ neither mollified 
with ointment.” Isa. 1:5, 6. Thus we 
see that the Scriptures portray our 
sinful nature. 4 

One thing peculiar about sin is, it 
seeks to conceal itself; it is deceptive 
and hypocritical. The false preacher 
pulls on a sheepskin to conceal his 
real nature. ‘This feature manifests 
itself very early in life as all who 
have reared a family know. 

It takes the law of God to uncover 
and reveal sin. Read Rom. 7: 7-13. 
Paul seemed to be getting along very 
well till he came in touch with the 
law of God, but when the law came 
he was all undone. Sin by the com- 
mandment had become exceeding sin- 
ful. Hear him cry, “O wretched man 
that I am! Who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death? Truly 
the law is a schoolmaster to bring 
us to Christ. 


Preacher, if you want to get people 
to God crawl up on mount Sinai and 
preach the law to sinners. Show forth 
the penalty of God’s broken law until 
they feel like they are about ready 
to fall into the lake that burns with 
fire and. brimstone. It takes a Sinai 
gospel to do anything that is last- 
ing in revival work. In these days of 
hypocrisy and deceit, it takes a preach- 
er that can preach a real Bible hell, 
with fire and brimstone in it to move 
things in this gospel hardened, and 
gospel perverted age in which we live. 

It will raise a stir among old mossy 
backed hypocrites, but you must re 
member God said, “He would surprise 
the hypocrites.” In the church and out 
| of it, people are covering up sin. It 
is your duty as a preacher to pull the 
cover off of these deceived souls and 
let them see where they are. Ah! they 
will raise a howl and try to intimidate 
you but just let the gospel en down, 
it will bring things to pas§. It is hu- 
man nature to cover things up, but 
God has always had his preachers who 
would have the boldness to go right in- 
to the thing and uncover it. 

We will now notice the first clause 
in our text: “He that. covereth his 
sins shali not prosper.” 


Moses told his people that if they 
would obey the Lord and do all they 
were commanded that they would en- 
joy peace and prosperity, but if they 
would not do so, they had sinned 
against the Lord; and their sins would 
find them out. Not long after these 
warning words were spoken in their 
ears a poor fellow by the name of 
Achan tried to hide his conduct from 
his leader and his people. 


During the victorious conquest of 
Jericho Achan saw a beautiful Baby- 
lonish garment and a great weige of 
gold and two hundred shekels of sil- 
ver. Immediately he began to eovet 
them; bye and bye he yielded to the 
temptation. I see him hurrying away 
to his tent with his treasures and 
hear him say, “Yes sir, I will be the 
richest and most well to do man 
in all the land if I can only dispose 
o/ it in such a way as to conceal it 
from the people till the conquest is 
over.” With pick and shovel he soon 
niade an excavation in the earth un- 
der his tent and into it the treasures 
were concealed. The earth was soon 
rolled in on top of them and smoothed 
over until no one would have suspect- 
ed that anything was wrong. He made 
a good job of it. He thought the only 
thing that he would have to do was 
to keep out of danger in battle till 
the conquest was over and then un- 
fold his treasures and enjoy them. 

He was possibly in the number sent 
to spy out Ai. Hear him on returning 
say, It is just a small thing to take 
Ai. It is not necessary for all the men 
to go up in this battle, only two or 
three thousand at the most will be 
necessary. Then see him as he march- 
es to battle. The enemy was formid- 
able and the missels flew thick and 
fast on every hand. Achan’s com- 
rades were slain on every side, and 
he almost lost his life. Something 
was wrong. Then he remembered his 
deceptive scheme and wondered if 
that were not the trouble. Fear filled 
his heart and he wondered what his 
treasures would be worth to him 
after he was dead. He couldn’t stand 
it any longer; he fled before his ‘eh- 
emies. Others caught his spirit and 
they joined in the retreat. Soon the 
whole army had fled before their ene- 
mies. Sin makes a man a coward and 
cowardice brings defeat. 

News of the defeat brought sadness 
in the camp and especially ‘to Joshua, 
their leader. Hear him as he prays, 
“O Lord, what shall I say, when Is- 
rael turneth their backs before their 
enemies. * * * What wilt thou do un- 
to thy great name?” God spoke to 
Joshua and said, “Get thee up;. where 
fore liest thou upon thy face? Israel 
hath sinned.” There is an accursed 
thing among thee; search the camp

God was getting in behind him. “Be 
sure your sins will find you out.” 

Achan’s guilty conscience kept him 
in his tent till every other family 
had submitted themselves to the test. 
This is just like an old hypocrite. 
He will plead innocence until the very 
last. Alas! his time came and he was 
forced to confess. He had covered his 
sin in hope of prosperity but he lost 
his treasures, and with them his life 
also. “He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper.” 

Again, a good man, aman after 
God’s own heart went up on the house- 
top, possibly for prayer and meditation, 
“And from the roof he saw a 
woman washing -herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look 
upon.” 2 Sam, 11:2. Satan took ad- 
vantage of the situation and soon 
David was in gross sin. He saw 
that something had to be done 
to conceal it for it would never do 
for him, the king, to be caught in 
such sin. He would be disgraced in 
the presence of his nobles and he 
would be ruined in the eyes of his 
family. Something had to be done to 
keep it from being revealed. 

He sent for her husband to come 
home and spend a few days with his 
family. In this way he thought he 
could get things covered up and no 
one would ever suspicion anything. 
Uriah was sent for but this God fear- 
ing man was more than David could 
handle. He had planned for Uriah 
to have a pleasant stay in his home 
with his wife but he did not do as 
David wished. It seemed to Uriah 
that it would be sacrilegious for him 
to stay all night in his own home 
and have a nice bed to lie on while 
kis brethren were lying on the cold 
ground with scarcely any food to eat. 
So he laid out in the street and re 
fused the comforts that had been pro- 
vided for him. 

David was alarmed. His plan had 
failed. Something had to be done at 
once or this whole thing would be 
out on him. A new idea came to him. 
He would try another plan. He would 
have Uriah placed in the front of the 
battle and killed and take his widow 
to wife and he would have it fixed. 

Soon his hand was flying over the 
scroll and a letter was placed in the 
hands of Uriah which decreed his 
destruction. There is no doubt but 
what David charged the captain to 
conceal the affair but to be sure and 
place Uriah where he would get killed. 

This time he succeeded but, oh, at 
what cost. He was the murderer of 
ene of his best men but then, no 
doubt, he reasoned to himself, that he 
was killed in battle and he might 
have been killed anyway. 

He took Uriah’s wife to be his own 
and soon he had drowned his con- 
science and was getting along fairly 
well. Just about the time that he had 
come to the conclusion that he had 
worked a clever trick and had his sin 
so completely covered up that it would 
never be known he met the prophet, 
Nathan. He had a parable to put 
forth to David for consideration. 

He said, “There were two men in one 
city; the one rich, and the other poor. 
The rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: But the poor man 
had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, 
which he had bought and nourished 
up: and it grew up together with him, 
and with his children; it did eat of 
his own meat, and drank of his own 
cup, and lay in his bosom, and was 
unto,him as a daughter. And there 


came a traveller unto the rich man, 


and he spared to take of his own 
flock and of his own herd, to dress 
for the wayfaring man that was come 
unto him; but took the poor man’s 
lamb,,and dressed it for the man that 
was come unto him” 

David’s good nature was overcome. 
He flew into a rage and declared that 
the man should be put to death and 
restore fourfold for the lamb. 

“Nathan said to David, Thou art 
the man. Thou hast killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword, and hast 
taken his wife to be thy wife * * *, 
Now therefore the sword shall nev- 
er depart from thine house; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast tak- 
en the wife of Uriah the Hittite to 
be thy wife. I will take thy wives 
before thine eyes and give them unto 
thy neighbour. For thou didst it secret- 
ly; but I will do this thing before all 
Israel, and before the sun.” 2 Sam. 
12:7, 9, 11, 12. “He that covereth his 
sins shall not prosper.’ The sword 
would never depart from his house. 

First, the child died; next, Ammon 
forces Tamor, Absalom’s sister; then 
Absalom kills Ammon; then Absalom 
revolts against David and in spite of 
all of David’s pleading he is pierced 
through the heart. and dies. All 
through David’s life there was con- 
stant trouble and blood shed in his 
home. “Whatsoever a ian soweth, 
that shall he also reap. He that 
soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh 
reap corruption.” David sowed to his 


flesh and reaped sorrow «iJ disaster 
all the way down his pa.iway. “He 
that covereth his sins sha!! not pros- 
Der.” te 


Time and space forbids but the 
mere mentioning of Josep’’s brothers’ 
sin; the sin of Saul and many oth- 
er Old Testament characters. Then 
there is the sin of Ananias and Sap- 
phira in the New Testament.’ These 
all‘ go to prove that the man who cov- 
ers up sin shall not prosper. 

There is a better way of disposing 
of sin than this, and it is found in 
the second clause of ov ‘ext: “But 
whoso confesseth and forsa'eth them 
shall have mercy.” 

Mercy is what all sinners need and 
they may have it by cop) ing with 
this part of the text. Confossing sin

but it was not until he was forced to. 
He was forgiven but the penalty was 
felt all through life. He said his foot 
had nearly slipped but, thank God, by 
a straight out confession he made it 
back to God. Poor old Achan, Ananias 
and Sapphira failed and thousands of 
— have failed and have gone to 
ell, 

Brother, we must confess. John says, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” Some one may ask, Who 
must we confess our sins to? First, 
to God and, not just a part; but all 
sin must be confessed to Him. We 
must tell Him all, and just like it is. 
Let us not try to plaster it over with 
any kind of a covering, or call them 
faults and mistakes but just tell the 
old wicked, hateful, nasty, dirty sin 
as it is. We want to get rid of it. 
Second, to man. If our sin has in- 
jured our fellow man we must con- 
fess it to him. 

We must make things right along 
with our confession of sin and we 
must make restoration where we have 
gotten things illegally. This is hard 
to do; but it must be done if we are 
ever to walk the streets of gold. Thou- 
sands refuse to do this and make a 
profession of religion;, join some 
church (yes, and it may be the 
Church of God) and will go to the 
judgment. to find their sins uncan- 
celed. Oh, what a disappointment 
that would be; but Jesus said, “Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.” 

Sinner, whoever you may be, in, or 
out ‘of the church; it is God’s will 
that you repent and repentance im- 
plies confessing and making restitu- 
tion for sin and you need not try to 
get to heaven any other way for you 
will fail. : 

The last thought in our text igs 
that of forsaking sin. Brother, forsak- 
ing sin means to quit It. We 
can’t dabble with sin every day and 
be right with God. John said, ““Who- 
soever is born of God doth not com- 
mit sin.” He also said, “He that 
committeth sin is of the devil,” and 
again, “He that saith I know him, 
and keepeth not his commandments; 
isa liar and the truth is not in him.” 


Jesus said, “Whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin.” He also said, 
“A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit; neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit.” Paul said, 
“Let not sin therefore reign-in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey it in 
the lusts thereof,” and “Know ye not 
that to whom ye yield yourselves _ser- 
vants to obey, his servants ye are to 
whom ye obey; whether of sin unto 
death or obedience unto  righteous- 
ness.” Sin brings condemnation. He 
also said, “There is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh; but after the spirit. For the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Je 
sus, hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death.” Thank God, to for- 
sake sin means to get free from it. 


Suppose it was reported in Cleve- 
land that J. B. Ellis had forsaken his 
famfly and you were to come to my 
home and find my family and me on 
good terms; would you believe it? No, 
not if every body in town were to 
declare it to you, you would deny it. 
You would say, “I was there today 
and saw them together and I heard 
him say he was with his family ev- 
ery day now since he was pastor at 
Cleveland.” No, you would not believe 
a word they would say; you would 
know that I had not forsaken my 
family. 

Now, let us make the application: 
We say we are a Christian. According 
to the text if we have forsaken sin, 
we are a Christian. “Being made free 
from sin and become servants to God, 
ye have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life.” 


Yes, we say we are a Christian. Our 
pastor says we are a Christian; and 
the whole town may tell us we are 
a Christian but suppose some one 
goes to our home and finds that we 
are getting mad and abusing our fam- 
ily and are mistreating our neighbors 
and we say we sin every day, hasn’t 
that person a right to question the 
report of the pastor, and neighbors, 
in fact, anyone who said we were a 
Christian? If we are a Christian it 
is because we have had the mer- 
cy of God. If we have had His 
merey, it is because we have 
forsaken sin; for the text says, 
“He that forsaketh his sins shall 
have mercy. 


A person can no more forsake 
his sin and live in sin | every 
day than he can forsake his family 
and live with them every day. He 
should forsake sin; leave it be 
hind, and quit professing something 
that he hasn’t got. If he is sin- 
ning every day he doesn’t need to try 
to make people believe he is 23 
Christian. He wouldn’t believe it 
himself and he would have to get the 
preacher to come and pray for him to 
get dying grace when he came to the 
river. It might be too late then. 

Dying grace is nothing more nor 
less than living grace gotten too late 
to do any good in this life. . 

We may get to heaven on dying 
grace, but somebody else will get the 
rewards and we will go through all 
eternity empty handed. Now in con- 
clusion, let me urge, that we seek not 
to cover our sins. They will not stay 
covered. Cain slew his brother and 
buried him in the field; the ground 
soaked up his blood, and he.tried to 
wave the responsibilty, but God said, 
Abel’s bl 
ground. If we have sinned, let us con- 


fess it, forsake it and obtain the mer-- 


cy of God. 


cried out from the 
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Solomon is a fitting type of Jesus. 
He was a great king and an especially 
wise king. Solomon’s bride was @ 
Gentile taken from Egypt. Egypt is 
a type of this sinful world. Jesus will 
get His bride out of Egypt (world) 
of the Gentiles; Moses also was a 
type of Jesus. Moses went to his 
brethren and they would not receive 
him; he went away and found a Gen- 
tile bride, then returned and led his 
people out of Egypt. Jesus came to 
His own and His own received Him 
not. Jesus left them and began to 
seek a bride among the Gentiles. Some 
day, just about the time that Jesus 
is ready to take His bride, the Jews 
will accept Him as their Messiah and 
leader. 


In Song of Solomon, Chapter 1:4, 
it says, “Draw me; we will run after 
thee.” The Lord Jesus is drawing 
with gentle cords of love. The ques- 
tion in our lives is, will we run after 
and yield ourselves to Him as He is 
trying to draw us to a closer walk with 
Him? It is not the half-hearted Chris- 
tian that will have the privilege of 
being accounted among the bride hood 
saints, only those who are continually 
saying, “Draw me; we will run after 
thee.” 


“QO my dove that art in the clefts 
of the rock, in the secret places of the 
stairs, let me see thy countenance, 
let me hear thy voice, for aweet is 
thy voice, and thy countenance is 
comely.” 


Here the bride expresses her love 
for Jesus. She longs to see His 
face and hear His sweet voice. Yet, 
in her longings and great anxiety she 
eries out, “Take us the foxes, that 
spoil the vines; for our vines have 
tender grapes:”’ 


This is the bride’s prayer that she 
may be ready to behold the face of 
the Bridegroom, also that she may be 
able to present fruit, that will not be 
devoured or wasted. The fox repre- 
sents demons. The fox is sly and 
cunning, the little foxes could do no 
harm, only play around under the 
vine and gnaw the vine, but this 
would draw the sap from the vine till 
it could bear no more fruit. This is 
represented by the little no harm 
things, such as talking too much, 
jesting, to much laughter, indiffer- 
ence, neglect of prayer, neglect of 
service, quenching the Spirit. and 
grieving the Spirit by worldly 
living. All of these and many 
more will sap the vine if allowed to 
play around, but the prayer of the 
bride is, “Take us the foxes.” She 
can’t afford to be bothered with them.

Rebekah was 
obedient and was willing to separate 
herself at once from home ties and 
everything else and become wholly ab- 
sorbed in seeing her bridegroom, Is- 
sac. When she saw him walking out 
in a field she leaped fypm the back of 
the camel in great admiration. So it 
will be when Jesus comes out in. the 
field (mid air) the bride will leap 
from the toils and trials of this long 
wearisome journey to meet the Bride- 
groom.
